WSHINGTON, Jan. 27. 
VERYTHING in Washington looks different from what it did out there 
E in the United States. 
The Senate, for example: I thought the United States Senate was bad. 
Didn’t you? I had heard it spoken of as “a -zrich man’s club.’’ |! called it once 
‘the Chamber of the Bosses,” ana’ had come to think that the men who sat 
there were, if not the enemies, at least the agents of the enemies of the re- 
public. I was prejudiced—before I came to Washington. And you—out there in 
the United States—aren’t you a little bit prejudiced? 

You are if you think not well of the Senate. Far from being an enemy, the 

’ Senate is the savior of the republic. You protest? Well, so did I. I still pro- 
test. -1 am not yet converted, nor shall I attempt this week to convert you. 

But if we are to get the truth about things, we must open our minds to all 
views, and this is the Washingion view of the Senate. 

Oh, there are other views that are neld here, and strenuously, too. One 
of the masters of the House of Representatives described the Senate to me at 
length as a body which, legislating by unanimous consent, could pasg bills only 
when every Senator, good and bad, had arranged to get out of our Govern-| 
ment just what he wanted, right or wrong. 

“A most expensive method of legislation,’ this sober, responsible critic of 
the Senate called it. But he was prejudiced. The House is jealous of the Sen- 
ate. Veteran members of the House, who long have watched the Senate, have 
facts and figures, stories and exhibits to illustrate their neighborly view of. 
their neighbors. And we shall want their facts. But our best course is to see 
the Senate first as the Senate sees itself. 


"| Am aa.” 

And the Senate sets itself as the head of the Government of the United 
States. Now this was one of the charges which I, in my prejudice, thought to 
bring aguinst the Senate, that, by usurping power, this lesser half of the legis- 
lative branch of the Government has so magnified itself that the constitution 
had been cracked to let the Senate rub. 

But I concluded last week that the President was the President, and, since 
the Senate continues to complain both privately and publicly, that the Exécu- 
tive is encroaching upon the Congress, it still seems true that, at least, the 
iixecutive is intact. 

So it rather takes one’s breath away to hear grave Senators declaring grave- 
ly that their House is, and of right ought to be, the throne of American sov- 
cvolgnty. Some of them read this into, some out of, the Constitution, but they 
i.em to differ materially, and, by the way, quite significantly, among them- 
atrives as to the intent of that great instrument. They agree, however, that in 
‘ire last analysis the Senate is what it is because the Senators are, and always 
have been -what they are—the saviors of the Republic. 

Though there is no such word, thére is such a thing as “‘plutogogy,’’ and the 
purase, “Savior of the Republic,” dropping front the lips of a friend of the 
henaie, sounded to my unaccustomed ears, like the opposite of “demagogy.”’ 
And I looked for the smile that goes with the word “pee-pul,” but my friend of 
the Senate smiled not, neither did he bat an eyelid...»Then I heard others use 
it, some with real feeling. One hard-headed, veteran correspondent said:

It is remarkable how often, in the short 
time I have been here, I have heard them speak of us in terms of the 
weather. We are supposed to be “unsettled” now, and “threatening,” and 
since all members of the House and some sixteen Senators have to stand for 
re-election in the fall and winter, some of our representatives are worry- 
ing. 

They ask me frequently, aS a newcoiner from outside, whether I think 
this “reform wave” will “blow over.”

asm of the men who are promoting it. Of the «in- 
cerity and faith of Dr. Hyde there is no doubt. ‘Nor 
is there room for doubt of the value of much of | 
work being done by the doctor and his associates. 
But there is reason for misgivings as to the wisdom 
of several parts of the program. Certainly the 
noble and inspiring early literature and records of 
the Gaelic race should and will be preserved, not 
alone for the Irish, but for the world. Knowledge 
of the language should not pass and it is interesting 
to note that German scholars have assured the 
preservation of these things by their research and 
study. Irishmen have a right to cherish all that is 
good and glorious in the past of their people, but 
they should not permit it to interfere with their 
future development. To attempt to revive Gaelic 
as the common language of Ireland, to restrict Lrish 
trade to Ireland «nd otherwise to shut the Irish 
people.in their own green isle, is to go backward in- 
stead of forward. The progress of today is towards 
a common language, free intercourse and trade be- 
tween all peoples; toward denationalization rather 
than exclusive and intense national feeling; towards 
a world democracy. Appeal to the sentiment attach- 
ing to the national language and customs may have 
a temporary value in uniting the Irish and inspiring 
them with a spirit of independence, which will aid 
in achieving political freedom and the opportunity 
for unrestricted development, but when these are 
gained the hope of further progress will lie in the 
broadest industrial and commercial expansion and 
the freest and fullest intercourse with all progressive 
peoples. For these purposes the knowledge of the 
English language, which is the language of the most 
progressive peoples, is of infinitely greater valve than 
the knowledge of Gaelic. Ireland’s development was 
arrested by England’s oppression, but with the 
‘breath of freedom in the people’s nostrils it must go 
forward to. manhood, not back to childhood. 





‘The opening at Cleveland, O., of the Missouri in- 
vestigation of the operations of the Standard Oil 
(Co., developed evidence “clinching” the evidence 
taken in Missouri itself to prove the connection of 
the Republic Oil Co. with the Standard.

SMOKELESS ELECTRIC CITY. 

The tourist when stopping in the City of Niagara 
Falls, notwithstanding the immense manufacturing 
industries which have grown up there within the last 
few years, will see almost no chimneys delivering 
their smoky contribution to the otherwise clear at- 
mosphere. Here, every steam plant has been shut 
down, with the exception of one or two small plants 
in which it is necessary to use steam in the treat- 
ment of wood pulp for the manufacture paper. 
In these nillls the power processes are performed 
either by the direct agency of water power or by 
electric power through the agency of motors. The 
visitor to somé of the model factories recently built, 
will wonder how it has become possible to preserve 
the absolute cleanliness that is found on every floor 
and in évery department. He will find that small 
electric motors have displaced the old systems of 
shafting and belts, with their connections from floor 
to floor, their rasping“goise and vibration, and their 
accompanying dust and dirt. The result is the ideal 
workshop. Electricity gives the most perfect light- 
ing, the most perfect source of power, and the most 
easily manipulated form of heating, whether in the 
factory, the office or the home. 


NEW HIGH-SPEED TORPEDO. 

The United States Navy has just adopted a new 
engine of destruction in the shape of a high-speed 
the Bliss-Leavitt. It is classed as 
one of the must powerful and deadly sea weapons in 
existence today. This self-propelling sea monster 
travels through the water at a pace of 36 knots and 
has an extreme range of 4000 yards, 3500 being the 
guaranteed contract range. Owing to its superior 
advantages in speed and range, being capable of 
going eight Knots or 25 per cent faster and nearly 
double the distance of the latest Whitehead, it will 
supplant the latter, now considered to be obsolete. 
The best performance of the Whitehead is a speed 
of 28 knots, going but 2000 yards. The new torpedo 
has an additional advantage and one _ especially 
adapted for submarines, inasmuch as it can be dis- 
equally well from submerged tubes as on 
a feat never successfully accomplished with 
hitehead. 


INCREASE IN AUTO SPEED.

The increase 
in speed since that time, though great, has been more 
gradual. The winning car in the Vanderbilt Cup 
race, the most important held in America, averaged 
slihtly less than €2 miles an hour for the 283 miles;

were cars Gf 12 horsepower and one of 130.

It is estimated that there are about 
seventy-five millions of pounds of this free nitrogen 
resting upon every acre of ground, an inexhaustible 
storehouse of plant food. When this nitrogen is 
turned into service it must: be in compound with 
some other substance, as in the form of decayea 
vegetable matter. It cannot be used by the plants in 
its free state. And here comes in the service of the 
bacteria—it is their function to convert the free nitro- 
ron of the air Tito food for the plant. The Kansas 
Station demonstrated) that the process of plowing 
under these nodule-bearing plants, the home of count- 
less bacteria, who take the free nitrogen, and, just 
how probably no one knows, convert it into plant 
fuoa—the plowing resulting in marked enrichment of 
the svil—could be shortened by simply adding to the 
soil the bacteria which made the nodules. Soil known 
to contain the bacteria was brought from Massachu- 
setts, placed in the worn-out Kansas soil, and resto- 
ration of fertility followed. 


MACHINERY STARTED BY SOUND. 


Writing in the Independence Belge of Brussels, 
Airelle says “‘the use the electric button for put- 
ling machinery in motion a commonplace, but 
to use sound for the same purpose is certainly novel. 
This is accomplished by making use of the property 
Which certain forms of resonators—membranes, cords, 
etc.—have of being placed on vibration by sounds 
which are pitched in the right key. M. Michel uses 
“an ordinary acoustic resonator, which contains a 
disk turning an axis oblique to the longitudinal axis 
of the resonator. As soon as the note is struck which 
is capable of putting the resonator in Vibration the 
disk begins to turn, and this rotation lasts as long 
as the sound lasts. If one plays an instrument, for 
exainple, a piano, the disk remains at rest until the 
sound is made to which the resonator is harmonized. 
The disk ,then begins to turn, and as its axis is 
movable, the tendency is to place the surface of the

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HORSE HANDS AND FEET. 

From Nature and Science in February St. Nicholas. 
Now the horse never puts his heel on the ground, 
nor even the ball. of his foot. He stands up on the 
very tips of his toes, and this is, in part, the reason 
why he can trot so fast. Dobbin’s heels are half way 
up his hind legs, and what we call his knees are 
really his wrists. The part corresponding to the 
upper arm is short, and is so embedded in the mus- 
cles of the shoulder that the elbow comes next the 
body. But the horse has only one digit on each limb, 
and the wrist bones are comparatively small. The 
so-called ankle, then, is the knuckle where the digit 
joins the hand or the foot, and the ‘“‘foot’’ is only a 
single thick finger or toe, with a great nail fer a 
hoof. The lower half of the horse’s fore leg is really 
hand with only the middle finger and a 
of the middle of the palm, while the cor-

fore him this request. 

The President was especially im- 
pressed with the statemeht of the com- 
mittee that by the improvement of the 
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| river an absolutely true competitor with 
‘the railways would be established and 
| maintained, and asked the committee to 
"prepare for him memoranda of the ne- 
‘cessity being urged and to send it to 
Secretary Hitchcock for delivery to him. 
This has just been done. The address, 
signed by the members of the Executive 
| Committee of the league, follows. 
Ilis Excellency, Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of the United States. 


Sir: The Business Men's League of St. | 
Louis, representiig the commercial in-; 


terests not only of St. Touis, but in this 
matter the people of the whole Missis- 
'sippi Valley, to the number of more 
than twenty-seven millions, respectfully 
ask that yeu will direct your attention 
(to the commercial necessity of improv- 
‘ing the Mississippi River so as to make 
it permanently navigable for freight- 
carrying steamboats and barges, thereby 
causing ii to become an effective com- 
pejiior with the railways. Hehe 

| The Uniteg States Board of F-ngineers 
‘in Washington and the Mississippi River 
Commission, which two bodies have to 
pass finally upon all plans for improve- 
‘ment of the Mississippi River, are 
agreed that the weak point in the navi- 
gation of the river is that part of it 
‘between the mouth of the Missouri and 
the mouth of the Ohio, or, in other 
words, between St. Louis and Calro. 


The United States Board of Engineers | 


has favorably reported its conclusion 
that it is practicable to procure a chan- 
inel from the mouth of the Missouri to 
(the mouth of the Ohio 8 feet deep and 
200 feet wide and to keep it in this con- 
‘dition always, so as to secure safe navi- 
| gation, for $20,000,000, with an annual ex- 
penditure after it is so secured of $409,- 
' O00 for maintenance. This estimate pro- 
vides, of course, for the proper contrac- 
) tion and protection of the banks of the

will assume all responsibility for main- 
taining a channel between St. Louis and 
Cairo, eight feet deep and 20 feet wide, 
s0 that shipping capital will have con- 
fidence in the situation, freight and 
packet lines will be re-established, and 
the river will become again an active 
competitor with the railwavs. 

The fact that when the river is safely 
and certainly navigable, it regulates the 
railway rates not only north and south 
from St. Paul to New Orleans, but also 
east and west from San Francisco to 
New York, is shown conclusively by the 
following statement of M. C. Markham, 
Traffic Expert of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Co., stationed in St. Louis. At 
the time Mr. Markham made this ex- 
planation of the river’s influence upon 
railway rates, he was the Assistant 
TraffiCc Manager of the Illinois Central 
Railway, a line paralleling the Missis- 
sippi River north and south. 

The statement made_in 1901 before the 
United States Industrial Commission 
follows: 

‘The river, as can be readily under- 
Stood, makes the rates from St. Louis 
to Memphis or New Orleans. The rail- 
roads running between those points, to 
get a share of the traffic, must neces- 
sarily offer rates approximating those 
made by the river craft. Chicago is not 
Situated on the river, but it would be 
placed at a disadvantage as regards the 
Memphis or New Orleans trade if it 
were not put upon a relatively fair rate 
plane with St. Louis. <A railroad com- 
pany having a line running from Chi- 
cago to Memphis or from Chicago to 
New Orleans may have no interest 
whatever in St. Louis industries,. and, 
for this reason, might be glad to give 
Chicago such rates as would enable it 
to compete with them. By so doing, the 
Chicago railroad builds up the enter- 
prises of the town it is interesied in, 
and reaps-the. benefit of getting an in- 
creased traffic therefrom. 

“There are many outlying towns of 
importance contiguous to Chicago. 
These also have their merchants and 
manufacturers who are seeking markets 
for thelr wares. Demands will be made 
upon the railroads which serve these 
outlying towns for such favorable rates 
as will enable them to market their 
products as against Chicago or St. 
Louls. It may be to the best interest 
of one or more of the railroads that 
these demands be complied with. Rival 
industries ‘and manufacturing cities 
farther removed, that would be affected 
in the sale of their products by the fa- 
vorable rates given the others, would 
follow in making like demands upon the 
particuiar railroads which they support, 
with the result that relief would at once 
forthcome. 

“Then, too. railroads running from 
other towns situated on the rivers, such 
as Catro, Paducah, Evansville, Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati, are obliged to 
make rates to river points approximat- 
ing those made by the boats; and inland 
towns, whose trade may be affected by 
these, make claims on the railroads 
which serve them for such an adjust- 
ment of their rates as will equalize their 
disadvantages. Thus the demand would 
spread step by step, until almost the en- 
tire northern country had partaken in a 
measure of the low rates made neces- 
sary in the first instance by the river 
influence, 

“Nor is this ali, aki Coll 
verse of the situation described, thé 
rail carriers are confronted with a con- 
dition that abridges their power to up- 
hold rates to and from the inland towns 
of the Southern States fully as much 
as in the Northern States. 

“Mobile is situated on the Gulf of 
Mexico, 140 miles east of the Mississip- 
pi River. It has railroads reaching it

Its mer- 
chants and manufacturers compete for

“While we have not the competition 
of the river to force a reduction of the 
rates to Mobile, we have the fact before 
us that New Oricans gets low rates by 
river and by rail. Therefore, to enable 
our merchants and manufacturers to 
compete in common markets with the 
New Orleans merchants, and thereby 
give our roads traffic for transportation, 
we will be obliged to make the same 
rates from S8t. Louis to Mobile as are 
made by the river lines or the railroads 
from St. Louls to New Orleans. 


Rivalry Extends Territory. 


“Montgomery and Selma, trade 
ters the Alabama River, 189 miles 
northeast of Mobile, compete for busi- 
ness in common territory with Mobile 
and New Orleans. They are favored 
with river transportation from Mobile 
many months in the year. Their rates, 
therefore, from the North can be no 
greater than the Mobile rates plus these 
low Alabama River rates. The railroads 
reaching Montgomery and Selma, hav- 
ing no interest in Mobile or New Or- 
leans, are desirous of getting all the 
traffic they possibly can to and from 
Montgomery and Selma. This can only 
be done by putting them on a fair plane 
respecting rates with Mobile and New 
Orleans. 

“We next come to Meridian and Jack- 
Miss.: Birmingham, ‘Talladega, 
Gadsden, Ala., and Chattanooga, Tenn..

River north of Vicksburg, ali of 
which must have merited attention. 


Isiand Tewnsa Profit. 

“Jt is in this way that specific rate 
differentials are established between 
trade centers interested in effecting 
sales of their products in common ter- 


ritory. By these means, industrial en- 
terprise, remote from the river, are en- 
abled to trade at business centers sit- 
uated on the river in competition with 
those on the river, and, further, inland 
towns, remote from the river, are en- 
abled to Interchange trade between 
each other at much more favorable 
rates than the railroads would be jus- 
tified in making if the river ftnfluence 
did mot exist. 

‘These river rates also affect the rail

Bill to Get Even With Her. 
DES MOINES, Io., Jan. 27. 
HARGING that one law passed 
ty by the Thirtieth General Assem- 
bly is an unjust discrimination 
against her alone, passed through the 
influence of one legislator ‘‘because of 
an ancient grudge he bore her,’ Mrs. 
Frank Dodson, Recorder of Polk Coun- 
ty, will before its adjournment make an 
appeal to the present General Assem- 
bly to revise that statute designed to 
prevent her future success in politics. 
The legislation which has threatened 
to rob Mrs. Dodson of her political pres- 
tige is what is known as the ‘Polk 
County primary law’ and was _ intro- 
duced into the Legislature by Emory 
English, representative from Polk Coun- 
ty. It was seemingly a harmless bill 
and provided for a primary law for 
counties having a population of 75,000 
people or over and legislators from the 
rural districts were willing to vote for 
Des Moines to make the experiment 
with primary elections. 


Discovery Comes as Surprise. 


Not until recently was it discovered 
that into the section providing for an 
affidavit of avowed candidates had been 
inserted the oath that the would-be of- 
fice hoider is a ‘“‘qualified voter.’’ Mrs. 
Dodson, who has been twice elected 
with large majorities to her office, is 
not under the Iowa statute a_ voter, 
there being no woman's suffrage. 

It is this one apparently innocent word 
Mrs. Dodson desires to have changed. 
She will, through influential members 
of the Legislature, ask that this word 
be changed to “resident.’’

W. (KIT) CARSON, 
A. newspaper man, 
days ago, was one of the most 
remarkable characters ever known in 
the Joplin lead and zinc belt. 

As a matter of fact, but few persons 
in this city, where -he had lived for 
more than a quarter of a century, knew 
him as he was. There were many 
things. In his life which he chose to 
keep from the public. There was some- 
thing back of what “‘Kit’’ Carson did, 
but his friends did not always know 
what it was. 

He came to Joplin while it was yet a 
small mining camp and founded the 
Herald, a weekly newspaper, with his 
small capital. He enjoyed the company 
of educated men and was apparently 
open in ail his actions, but refused to 
discuss his past. Women held no 
‘charms to him. He never married and 
this led to the story that he had been 
digappointed in love. Whether he had 
or not, none of his friends ever knew. 

Fortune favored him. He was econo- 
mical and at his death had accumulated 
$50,000 

As a lover of children, especially 
boys, he was in a quiet way, a philan- 
thropist. Many men in this city owe 
their education to Carson. Each sum- 
mer for a number of years he had 
taken a party of boys on excursions to 
various points of interest, bearing the 
entire expense. He retired from news- 
paper work several years ago because 
of ill health, and to occupy his time 

raising fancy poultry. 

Carson’s will is as unique as his per- 
gonality in life. One bequest is $1000 to 
the Y. M. C. A. for the “printing and 
circulation through the Northern states 
of an essay on ‘What Constitutes a 
Geatleman,’ by Mark Twain.”’

LUCKNOW, India, Dec. 15.—About 
the time this reaches the Post-Dispatch 
the Prince and Princess of Wales will 
have arrived at Mysore. They are due 
Jan. 29 and will remain until Feb. 4. 
Mysore is one of the two parts of the 
country where wild elephants are still 
regularly caught and tamed, and one 
of the greatest treats designed for the 
roval visitors is the witnessing of a 

capture of elephants. 

Nothing done by man in any section 
Surpasses in skill and daring the catch- 
ing, taming and training of wild ele- 
phants. Though ordinarily timid and 
inoffensive, elephants are easily an- 
gered, and an angry elephant is a ter- 
ror, indeed. 

If a wild one in a 
chance to see the man roping its feet 
it would tear him limb from limb or 
kneel and drive its tusks through his 
body unless the tame elephants should 
go instantly to his rescue and let him 
escape through the fence. 

When the Prince and Princess are 
taken to the keddah for their safety. 
tions will be made for their safety. 
They will first be placed on a screened 
platform, where they can see the final 
drive into the inclosure and, after the 
elephants are shut in, they will go up 
to the fence and watch the roping of 
the captive monsters. 

Mad Elephant a ‘Terror. 

Wild elephants used to be plentiful all 
through India, *but they are becoming 
SO scarce it has been made a crime to 
kill an elephant unless it is mad and 
the Government has monopolized their 
capture. A mad elephant on a rampage 
has sometimes killed -many persons, 
made a road impassable and every part 
of a village unsafe. A large reward is 
paid for the killing of a mad elephant. 

The elephant-catching department of 
the Government has an Englishman 
skilled in woodcraft at its head and an 
army of natives of the hereditary race 
of elephant catchers. 

The word ‘‘keddah’’ has been incorpo- 
rated into the English language, and 
now means both the place and the 
business of catching elephants. 

When a grand catch of elephants is 
determined upon the first thing is to 
located a herd and then to prevent it 
from wandering beyond a certain Hmit 
while a pen and fence are constructed 
some miles away. Men distribute them- 
selves through the forest, always keep- 
ing out of sight, but watching the herd 
of, say fifty, and directing its move- 
ments. 

Elephants are very suspicious, and 
also quick of hearing. An unusual noise 
or sight of a man may cause a‘ whole 
herd to face about and go to another 
part of the country. A sound or sight 
less alarming turns the direction of 
their travel, but will not send them out 
of the district. 

Preparing the Trap. 

Elephants do not, like deer or cattle, 
stay and feed in one neighborhood. They 
follow a line of country, going on from 
day to day with the greatest delibera- 
tion, feeding as they go, sweeping up 
shrubs and plants with their trunks, 
tearing branches off trees and clearing 
a path through the jungle. |

a long time there, going into the water

HUNT TQ THRILL 
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PREACHER NOT AWED 


BY THREATS OF THOSE 
HIT BY WAR ON VICE 





Rev. Crutcher Declares He Will 
Continue Crusade Until All 
the-Immoral Resorts in Chil- 
licothe, Mo., Are Closed. 

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Jan. 27. 
‘T HEY must all go; there can be 

no compromise, and the good 

people of Chillicothe will see 
that the police enforce the law,’ said 

Rev. J. N. Crutcher, one of the local 

preachers who are leading the crusade 

against improperly conducted saloons 
and other immoral resorts. 

The threats against the Rev. Mr. 
Crutcher, who formerly lived in St. 
Louis, have not abated his zeal. All the 
local churches are united in the move- 
ment which he and the other pastors 
have fathered. 

Te next day the city and county offi- 
cers made a raid on the bawdy houses 
and arrested the proprietors of four 
houses and 14 inmates. 

Mr. Crutcher is being assisted by Rev. 
Mr. Alton of the South Methodist 
Church and Rev. Mr. Sturges, pastor of 
the First Methodist Church. 

During one of Crutcner’s sermons at 
the Christian Church, he said: 

“When a preacher stands for the en- 
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RANK W. ASHLEY. 
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forcement of law, when he dares to cry 
aloud and spare not, he may expect vop- 
position, he may expect to be slandered, 
to be reviled ang abused. 

“Tl am ready to suffer any of these in- 
dignities if need be, but I am determined 
that there shall be no compromise in the 
war against sin in Chillicothe. 

‘T have been warned not to go out at 
night for fear that I might be at- 
tacked or that my home might be 
burned in my absence. I am not afraid 
of any of those things. 

“IT speak these things as a note of 
preparation to this congregation. 1 
have only this to ask of you, that no 
matter what manner of attack may be 
made on me, none of you suggests any 
compromise with the forces of evil. 

“This is the fight for our homes, our 
wives, our children. 

“Now, we stand on the edge of the 
mud-puddle of vice and pull out here 
and there a dying man and save him, 
but we let the puddles remain. Why 
can't the church drain these mudholes 
and relieve the community of their in- 
fluence. There are 15 mud-puddies in 
this town. The church people can drain 
them if they will.”’ 

Chillicothe has 15 saloons and it is 
these that Elder Crutcher is supposed 
to have referred to as ‘‘mud-puddles.”’ 

Since Mr. Crutcher’s fearless attack 
on vice and official negligence in Chilli- 
cothe, it has been rumored that under- 
hand methods of retaliation would be 
resorted to by those who were hit by the 
sermon. 

The crusade has already borne fruit. 
Several immoral persons have left the 
city and it is the intention of City At- 
torney Frank Ashby and Chief of Police 
Dorney, they say, to rid the city of all 
objectionable characters.

told off to watch the herd to avoid 
alarming them. and also to turn their 
line of travel and keep them conven- 
jently near the place where the Ked- 
dah is being prepared by a host of 
laborers with the utmost rapidity. 

The inclosure is made a hundred 
yards or more in diameter. It has no 
pitfalls—that cruel method of. capture 
has been abolished—but incloses many 
trees.

The inclosure fence and the fences 
forming the V are made strong enough 
to withstand the most violent rush of 
the most powerful elephant and are 
covered with leaves and branches. Hid- 
ing places for men are made every- 
where. 

Great tree trunks are placed ready to 
fall across the opehing of the inclos- 
ure and imprison the elephants. 

When all ts ready the herd is gently 
steered toward the V and daily pressed 
nearer to it. When within a mile of 
it the men form a vast circle from one 
limb of the V to the other, surround- 
ing the herd, but keeping at a distance. 


The Critical Stage. 


The time is now critical, for if the 
herd turns about a month may be lost 





in getting it back. 

All the men have tins, cans, bells, | 
drums, fireworks and other means of | 
making a notfse. From time to time, 
One of them coughs or gives a knock 
as he notices the herd tending his 
way. At night fires are lighted around 
the circle, too far off to alarm the ele- 
phants, but intended just to keep 
them together. 

At length the herd is within the 
Outer points of the V and the circle 
draws nearer. The situation is more 
critical and excitement rises. 

The elephants begin to suspect. and 
may stand for a whole day thinking. 
It is one of their ways to be puzzled 
by a little thing. The men must be 
patient and remain in hiding till they 
have made up their minds. 

At length the beasts begin to move 
toward the tinclosure, eating a little 
as they go. The V grows narrower 
and they do not like the looks of 








things: they also suspect that all! is 
not right behind them. They 
again to think. 

The moment for action has come: 
the elephants must be driven on. So 
the men show themselves and set up 
a terrific shout, yan iy | a complete 
line, four or five deep, from fence to 
fence. 

Rang! Bang! Go the Bombs, 

Bang! Bang! go their bombs and 
crackers, while sky-rending  yelis 
drown the din of the cans and drums, 
for, if the 50 elephants charge back 
the army of men will go down like a 
fringe of reeds.

Then the captives get furious once

Some are so violent there is danger of 
their tearing a foot off. But the trained 
elephants subdue them by butting them 
with their heads and thrashing them 
with their trunks. 

There are always little baby elephants 
With a large herd, and nobody minds 
what they do. They run all over the 
place, ever and anon returning to their 
mothers, and wondering what has hap- 
pened. 

. Alternate hunger and treats of sugar 
cane, with other sweets, make the cap- 
tives first tame and then submissive, 
and their feet are released one by one. 

Then in.from three to six months their 
taming and training is complete. 

The chief show in India nowadays for 
the benefit of sporting tourists is an 
elephant fight. Two monsters are picked 
for the combat. They are not allowed to 
do each other serious harm as they did 
in the old days, when a King kept sev- 
eral hundred elephants, but they drive 
and push at each other with tremendvus 
activity till one is all but Knocked over, 
and, losing heart, turns tail and refuses 
to continue the combat.

idyle Created Discussion. 

Mend .za’'s style of fighting, being new 
and sk liful, gave rise to a deal of dis- 
cussion among the experts of the day. 
It was weld that he was graceful and 
showy, tut not as effective as the stolid 
fellows who accepted punishment and 
hit back hard. This point is, after 200 
years, still a vexed question, though 
the weight of evidence seems to be on 
the side of the heavy hitter. 

In the case of Mendoza his practice 
and theory seemed to be all right. He 
hit oficner and quicker than any of his 
antagonists and was never at all 
equaled by a man of his own weight. 
He was a rather small fellow, being 
but 5 feet 7 inches in height and weigh- 
ing only 165 pounds. 

Mendoza’s First Fight. 

It was on April 17, 1787, that Mendoza 
really made his first regular ring debut. 
Hie met a butcher named Martin of 
Bath ai Barnet racecourse. Martin had 
given jentleman Humphries a _ hard 
fight and was a man of wide reputa- 
tion. YSwey fought for $125 a side. Men- 
doza wen after 20 minutes of very fast 
and hard fighting. Humphries, a good 
took five times as long to beat 
Martin the previous year. 

At this period Humphries, the Gentle- 
man Boxer, was the star of the ring. 
Like Mendoza, he was not a large man, 
and relied upon speed and skill rather 
than strength and power of attack. He 
stood with the right foot first and led 
off with his right hand, a faulty, but, as 
a rule, puzzling attitude. He was, how- 
ever, regarded as a model of skill and 
grace. 

Mendoza and Humphries had a casual 
turn up at the Cock, a hotel at Epping. 
Kiumer held that Humphries had much 
the best of the rencontre. This led toa 
meeting on Jan. 9, 1788, at Odiham 
Hampshire _6n a wooden stage.

1789, the men were brought to- 
gether at Stilton, Huntingtonshire. 

Mike Ryan, the Irish champion 
had all but beaten Tom Johnson, sec- 
onded Mendoza. Johnson, himself, wes 
back of Klumphries. Five thousand per- 
sons saw the fight. Sir Thomas Aprece 
was the Hebrew’'s umpire. 

After 40 minutes’ fighting, in 
Mendoza displayed great superiority in 
siopping and hitting and wrestling. 
Humphries went.down without being 
hit. Mendoza claimed foul, which Sir 
Thomas Aprece, his umpire, allowed. 
Alderman Coombe, who was umpiring 
for Humphries, would not allow or dis- 
allow the claim. There was a wild dis- 
pute. Ryan called Johnson a Har in 
the heat of the discussion and the Irish- 
man and the former champlon came to- 
gether. They were parted and after a 
long argument, Mendoza consented to 
re-engage in fight. After fighting for 
half an hour, Mendoza made a good 
feint and Humphries dropped in expec- 
tation of a blow. Caught by Mendoza's 
ruse—there was no blow started—Hum- 
phries was declared the loser. 

Mendoza displayed wonderful skill and 
superiority in this contest. He im- 
proved very much over his first fight 
with Humphries. Instead of rushing 
wildly, he moved in with coolness and 
determination, stood up manfully and 
did some wonderful stopping, especially 
of blows aimed at his stomach. Only 
once did‘ Humphries reach him in dis- 
tance spairing and that was on the 
face. The Englishman landed many 
blows tn the clinches, but none in clean 
hitting. 

Humphries was very much cut about 
the face. His eves were closed, his 
nose mashed and lips slashed to pieces 
and he spat mouthfuls of blood from 
the effects of body blows. 

Humphries Tries Again. 

Humphries, however, was not by any 
méans satisfied that he was the inferior 
man. He held that he was “wrangled” 
out of the fight by the Irishman, Ryan, 
and demanded another battle with the 
Hebrew. 

So on Sept. 29, 1790, the men met for 
the third and last time in an inn yard 
at Doneaster. An immense crowd saw 
the fight, as it was St. Leger and Cup 
week, Col. Hamilton umpired for Men- 
doza, and Johnson, who seconded Hum- 
hries in the preceding battle, was be- 
ind Mendoza in this. Sir Thomas 
Aprece was again his umpire. Mr. Har- 
vey Ashton was chosen as third um- 
pire to settle any difference of opinion 
between the other two.

SPRINGFIELD, I11., Jan. 27.—Mrs. 
Neélile Mennerich has returned to her 
home in Collinsville to care for her three 
small children, having been given her 
freedom by Judge Sanborn in the United 


States Court, after she had entered a 
plea of guilty to an indictment charging 
her with passing raised bills. She was 
sentenced to one year in the County 
Jail, but the plea was remitted on rec- 
ommendation of Assistant United States 
District Attorney Converse. 

A short time before Mrs. Mennerich 
the bar of the 
court, a jury found her father-in-law 
not guilty of disposing of bogus bills. 
Mrs. Mennerich testified against Henry 
Mannerich and told the jury that she 
Was aware that her husband, Fritz 
Mennerich, was raising bills at his home 
and also that Henry Mennerich attempt- 
ed to pass several of them.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Nothing the 
British elections is more striking than 
the virtual extinction of the band of 
young Tory swells known as he Hee- 
haw’ Brigade. The man-about-town, 
who flourished politically under the late 
regime, now reverts to his proper avo- 
cation. The House of Commons will 
be composed predominantly of the pro- 
fessional business and working classes. 

The popular element has come in like 
a deluge, and its advent must lead to 
a revolution in the British Parliament’s 
internal economy. 

The first business of the new Kitchen 
Committee will be to revise the refresh- 
ment tariff to suit the slender purses 
of the great mass of new members. 

The mere physical question of finding 
adequate seating accommodation in the 
Commons chamber for, the two sides 
presents insuperable difficulties. 
There are 670 members, and the 
can seat only about two hundred and 
fifty on each side, whereas there will 
be about three hundred and eighty-five 
Liberals alone looking for on the 
Ministerial benches. 

The Irish, numbering about 
six independent labor members and a 
hun@ted and fifty Unionists, will sit in 
opposition, with ample space to spare.

Dr. Palier Says He Has Proved 








His Theory by Ex- 
ans 


NEW YORK, Ja 7.—~Pneumonia is 
due to mice, stg net to the weather, 
according to Dr. E. Palier of this city. 
The microbe causing pneumonia, he 
Says, is found in the mouths of near- 
ly all healthy individuals, but does 
not acquire dangerous virulence until 
it passes through a susceptible ani- 
mal like the house mouse. He has 
proved his theory, he says, by experi- 
ments, 

Dr. Palier tells the Medical Record 
that he has found two young dead 
mice which showed many virulent 
pheumonia bacilli. In poorly venti- 
lated rooms Dr. Pallier says the viru- 
lent bacilli from infeeted mice multi- 
ply abundantly and greatly increase 
the danger of pneumonia to the hu- 
man being in the house. 

Dr. Paller says he does not hbhelleve 
that pneumonia is spread by. kissing. 
Nor does he believe that it fs due to 
changes in the weather. Furthérmore, 
the disease is not due to depression. 
Persons apparently in good héalth 
may suddenly develop pneumonia, 
whereas others who are very 
may not get it.

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versity Sympathize With 
Removed Coach. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan, 27.—The sum- 
mary discharge of Coach John F. Mec 
Lean Thursday for’ goin into his own 
pocket to .pay Akerson, the crack full 
back for his services on the Missouri 
football team, has kicked up the big- 
gest furore in the history of Missouri 
athletics. Four hundred students stood 
at the station yesterday when McLean 
left Columbia after living here for four 
years, and wildly cheered him as the 
train pulled out. McLean was never 
more popular here than on the day of 
departure. 

lt is emphatically declared by stu- 
dents as well as several of the most 
prominent members of the faculty, that 
McLean is a matyr to his own gener- 
osity, and that because he was willing 
to put up his own money to redeem the 
humilating record of the Missouri team 
for the last nine years, he lost his of- 
ficial head throwgh the opposition of 
Dr. Hetherington, director of athletics, 
who has succeeded at the cost of con- 
Stant defeats, in making Missouri 
famous as the only pure team in the 
United States . 

Many declare that they are sick of 
the very words “pure athletics,’’ and 
that the Missour! University team is a 
disgrace to the State and the laughing 
stock of all other colleges in this sec- 
tion. Several university professors 
talked freely of the matter today, 
though requesting that their names be 
withheld for various reasons. One said: 
“The time has come when there must 
be a change or the students will quit 
athletics in disgust. I am in favor of 
pure athletics, but am not in favor of a 
director ruling absolutely in a matter 
that so deeply concerns not only the 
students, faculty and alumni, but the 
people of the State, for the reason that 
Missouri cannot afford to be laughed 
at by neighboring States because the 
State team makes such a pitiful and 
even ridiculous showing. The recent 
scandal about McLean wiil, of course, 
make us appear. still more ridiculous 
and our honesty will naturally be; 
doubted.’”’ 

Another professor said: “I am in fa- 
vor of abolishing football altogether. 
McLean is the only official here who 
has actually tried to put a little life in- 
to the team, by acting as the coaches 
of the rival State teams do and he is 
rewarded by being promptly fired on 
the very day he made his frank and 
manly confession.”’ 

The end is not yet. Walter Williams, 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the board of curators, said when inter- 
viewed this afternoon that there may 
be further developments at any time.
